SPIRIT OF UNREST 
PICKED FORCE TO 


Inability to Secure La• Extermination of 
the 
bor and High Prices 
Tribe is Only Means 
Charged by Middle 
Men for Mere Hand­ 
ling of Products Are 
Two Grievances.

W ashington, Jan. 31.—Indications j 
of a widespread spirit of unrest and i 
dissatisfaction among the farm ers of j 
the country, so threatening as likely, 
to disturb the existing economic struc­ 
ture, is considered by government of-j 
ficials to be revealed in more than j 
40.000 answers to a questionaire re- j 
cently sent out by the postoffice de- 1 
partm ent. 
The replies, as thus far digested, 
were summarized in a report prepared 
by George L. Wood, superintendent of 
the postoffice departm ent’s division of 
rural mails, and read to the senate 
postoffice committee by Jam es I. 
Blakslee, fourth assistant postm aster 
general. 
The views of the 40,000 
farm ers were obtained by the broad­ 
casting of 200,000 copies of a queg- 
tioriaire throughout the agricultural 
states, asking for suggestions whereby 
the postoffice departm ent might aid 
in cutting down the cost of living. 
Answers to the questionaires are 
coming in at the rate of a thousand a 
day, and while a small percentage of 
them are from well satisfied farm ers 
having no suggestions to make, the 
great proportion, as summarized by 
officials, 
showed 
the 
major 
com­ 
plaints of the farm ers, in numerical 
order, to be: 
Inability to obtain labor to work 
farm s, hired help and the farm ers’ 
children having been lured to the city 
by higher wages and easier living. 
High profits taken by middlemen 
for the mere handling of food pro­ 
ducts. 
Lack of proper agencies of contact 
between the farm er and the ultimate 
consumer. 
Many of the replies, said one offi­ 
cial who had looked over them, proba­ 
bly as many as 50 per cent, indicate 
that the w riters contemplate either 
leaving their farm s or curtailing acre­ 
age under cultivation because of one 
or more of the three m ajor grievances 
and because of the growing feeling 
against non producing city dwellers. 
Commenting on the replies, Assis­ 
tant 
Postm aster 
General 
Blakslee 
said: 
“Such a condition at a time when 
the predominant cry is for production 
and still more production, can not but 
constitute a grave menace.” 
Excerpts from a number of letters, 
taken at random from the more than 
40.000 already on file a t the postoffice 
showed the trend of thought among at 
least a considerable portion of the 
farm ers of New England, the middle 
western states, Georgia and the east­ 
ern agricultural section. 
“The tim e is very near,” wrote a 
farm er at E ast Chatham, N. Y., “when 
we farm ers will have to curtail pro­ 
duction and raise only what we need 
for our own use, and let the other fel­ 
lows look out for themselves. 
Labor 
unions are more to blame for the 
high prices than anyone else. 
People 
are trying to get pay for what they 
don’t earn.” 
Declaring th at the whole onus of 
the high costs of living rests with the 
middleman, a Missouri producer ad­ 
vocated the establishment of munici­ 
pal m arkets to be served by parcel 
post direct. 
“I sell butter to the dealer for 45c 
a pound,” his letter said, “and the 
same butter sells to the consumer for 
HOc a pound. 
In the distribution we 
lose nearly half and we lose money on 
the butter at the first price. 
Such 
conditions are causi*g the farm ers 
to leave the farm s by the thousands. 
We have reached a crisis. 
You may 
ask what we would do with the mid­ 
dleman. 
I will suggest that it be ar­ 
ranged for them to go on the farm 
and help produce things; 
I under­ 
stand that they m ight 
not 
relish 
working fourteen hours a day.” 
“The time is coming, if not here,” 
another letter declared, “when the 
consumer and the farm er will abso­ 
lutely have to deal direct with one 
another. 
The middlemen 
want 
a 
larger profit than we are getting, 
while at the same time the farm er 
does the hard work.”
